Hr. Belmont pointed out that Budenz does not know that Bentley is 
the Bureau 's informant and Budenz does not know that Bentley is actually 
identical with Helen Johns, according to information appearing in the Bureau's 
files* Belmont stated that the New York Office would advise Budenz to refrain 
from seeing Bentley until after the Grand Jury hearing in the Gregory case is 
terminated. 


The Bureau files reflect that during an interview had with Gregory 
by the New York Office on December 17, 1945, Gregory recalled that she had 
_psed the name of Helen Johns when contacting Louis Budenz and R obert Talbott 
^H iller in . In connection with her using this name in contacting Budenz 
she remarked that Budenz had somewhat of a poor memory and that when she would 
call him on the phone she would inform him that "Helen" was calling and Budenz 
found it difficult to recognize her. In view of this fact and the fact that 
Budenz apparently knew Golos as "John", Gregory identified herself to Budenz 
as Helen Johns. (65-56402-249)

In two recent conversations with SA Thomas G, Spencer, GREGORY 
I has mentioned that someone is apparently harassing her by telephone* She 
! contends that the telephone in her hotel room often rings but no one is on 
the line when she answers. She declares that this procedure is a familiar 
one to her inasmuch as she recalls that some of her former Party associates • 
used this device to harass certain individuals who were out of favor* 

After some discussion, she agreed that as a practical matter it was impossible 
to check the source of such calls, and she now states she regards the in- 
cident as a closed matter* 

On December 2, 1947, SA Kelly conferred personally with GREGORY 
and there was a general discussion of the matters described above. She 
expressed some apprehension for her personal safety but pointed out that

At this point, Mr. Belmont observed to Agent 
Bichard Boyle the possibility of criminal prosecution ensuing with respect to 
the publishing of information concerning what the current grand Jury is doing 
or going to do. Agent Bichard Boyle furnished this information to his brother

In furnishing the aforementioned data Mr. Donegan asked the New York 
Office to have two Agents contact Nelson Frank immediately.

However, 
before this investigation was begun by the New York Office, a conference 
was held between SAC Scheldt, ASAC Belmont, USA McGohey and Judge Khox.

Since June 29, 19bf>, JOSEPH has been employed by UNRRA and his 
present position is that of organisational officer in the European Regional 
Office, London, Ehgland, grade CAF 13* 

JOSEPH mas married to BELIA MIRIAM^OSEPH but is separated. While 
in Hem York City he resided at 76-36 U3th Street, Forest Hills, New York 
City. His Washington, D. C a , address mas 2321 Lincoln Road, R. B. 

In ’ conjunction with his employment with UNRRA, JOSEPH departed 
from the U. S. August 10, 1 9h5, for London, England. He returned to this 
country in June, 19b6, and again departed for England on Ally 26, 19U6. 

In January, 19b 7, JOSEPH returned to the U. S. for a short period due to 
the death of his father. On November 13, 19b?, he returned to Washington,

Allegations of Informant Gkegory 


& 


Informant has advised sometime in July or August, 19U2, JACOB _ 
itnfi advised informant to go to Washington, B. C., and make contact mith 
one JULIUS J. JOSEPH mho at that time mas employed by the Social Security 
Board. Iran conversations mlth GOLOS, Informant recalled sometime pre- 
vious JOSEPH had made contact mlth Communist Phrty headquarters at Hem 
York City mho apparently recognised his potentialities and informed GOLOS 
of his identity. 


Consequently GOLOS gave informant the residence address of JOSEPH 
in Washington, B. C», mhich informant recalls to have been in the northeast 
section of Washington. Informant recalled further this address mas located 
in a nem development. 

Informant mas told by GOLOS to memorise a number mhich mas ex- 
plained by him as being the serial number of a one dollar bill, and mhen 
informant arrived at the JOSEPH residence, informant mas to recite the num- 
ber of this bill and inform JOSEPH informant mas from Nem fork City. 

At about this time Gregory came to Washington, D. C. , and met 
JOSEPH and his wife in their apartment. Informant' recalled it mas a very 
hot day, and JOSEPH mas dressed in a polo shirt and slacks, informant ad- 
vised he mas extremely nervous during the initial part of this interview, 
but after informant recited the serial number of the dollar hill and talked 
mith him, he then discussed his position mlth the Social Security Board 
and the type of material he mould be able to furnish. Apparently, JOSEPH 
had been expecting informant for several months because he had a fairly 
large amount of material awaiting informant. 

Gregory recalled this information concerned material mhich mould 
be of value to individuals Interested in labor matters, particularly labor 
relations. Informant recalled GOLOS mas not particularly enthused over the 
type of inf ormation JOSEPH mas supplying but realised the value it mould be 
to the Ccnmmist Party activities in the labor movement. 

Gregory after this initial meeting continued to see JOSEPH at 
regular two-meek intervals on informant’s trips to Washington, and practically 
all of the meetings mere mith him at his residence. However^ informant re- 
called on several occasions meeting him at Whalen' s Drug Store located at 
9th and F Streets and also had lunch or dinner mlth him on two or three 
occasions at a Chinese restaurant located at 9th and G Streets. 

JOSEPH mas transferred to Nem fork City Just before Christmas, 

19l*2, and upon hie return Gregory furnished him her Barrow Street telephone 





number. Thereafter approximately twice a aonth he would telephone and 
| advise he had soae aat erlal ready, hron December, 19h2 t until the spring 
§ of 19l»3 are gory aet JOSEPH at a drugstore on the corner of Lexington 

Avenue and 30th Street. In connection with JOSEPH'S transfer to New Tork 
City, Gregory recalled definitely just before Ghristnas, 19k2, inforaant 
sent hia a basket of fruit as a Christmas present to his residence in 
Forest Hills, Long Island. 

In the early spring of 1?1 j 3 according to inforaant JOSEPH was 
again transferred to Washington and after a short period of time was trans- 
ferred to the War Manpower Commission. After this transfer, informant con- 
tinued to see him in Washington at two-week intervals at which time he passed 
information on to informant. This relation continued until the latter part 
of 19li3 when JOSEPH was inducted into the U. S. Army. 

In connection with JOSEPH'S entry into the armed services, Greg- 
ory Informed him he should make every effort to be assigned to some branch 
of the OSS. As a matter of fact, JOSEPH was assigned to OSS and thereafter 
remained in Washington, 0. C. Gregory continued to see JOSEPH at his hone 
at regular intervals at which time he turned over material he had access 
to in his position at OSS. It is believed Informant met JOSEPH at Whalen's 
Drug Store, 9th and F Streets, during his employment with 6SS. 

According to Gregory, JOSEPH was assigned to the Japanese Divi- 
sion of OSS and worked at the library of Congress. He had access to informa- 
tion relating to the Russian Division of OSS and was able to furnish some 
information along that line. 

After approximately one week had elapsed, Gregory recalled JOSEPH 
was summoned to a conference of OSS officials where he was told there had 
previously been some suspicion regarding him. However, It had been ascer- 
tained he had been confused with some other individual by the same rntm» 
and thereafter he was to enjoy considerably more confidence. After this 
conference, JOSEPH was able to supply Gregory with more material relating to 
the work of Japanese and Russian divisions of OSS. It was informant's recol- 
lection he had made available written reports which were carbon copies of 
-1— -- actual reports although inf ormant was unable to state positively if there 

were any labels indicating they were confidential, restricted, or secret. 

During the time Gregory was carrying on her work with JOSEPH, she 
recalled he made three or four trips to New Tork City from Washington. 

Upon his arrival in New Tork, he would telephone her at her Barrow Street 
residence, and she would usually make some arrangement for entertaining him. 
Informant would take him to the theater or dinner and in the event she was 
busy would see him before his departure and arrange to pay him for his hotel 
bill and incidental expenses he had incurred during his visit.

It is to be recalled In December, 19Ui, Okegary had two meetings 
-with the unidentified subject JACK at which time the latter advised informant 
should break off relations with contacts in Washington, D. C. Informant was 
instructed to advise these people who had been furnishing her information 
that she was going to the hospital and someone else would secure that in-' 

^ formation from them. Cbe of these individuals, to whom informant gave these 
instructions was JOSEPH. 

Ctegory has also advised from March, 191*3, until December, 19Ut, 
JOSEPH was having marital difficulties because of his wife's infatuation with 
a musician. Consequently JOSEPH and his wife separated. 

Results of Investigation 

It is to be observed JOSEPH has been out of the continental limits 
of the U. S. during most of the time in the past two years. He was in 
Washington, D. C., for a brief time in June, 19l*6, and also for a short 
period in Juraaxy, 19U7. . 

The files of the Bureau reveal on November 18, 19b2, one J. JOSEPH 
of the Planning Division of the War Manpower Commission was a speaker at the 
first session of a forum sponsored by the "Science and Society Magazine." 

Among other speakers at this session was EARL BROWDER . The 19h2 winter issue 
of "Science and Society,” which is said to be a Marxist publication, con- 
tained the speech delivered by JOSEPH at this forum. This speech also re- 
ceived favorable comment in the Daily Worker newspaper dated February 1, 

19l»3. 

The files of the Dies Committee reflect one JULIUS JOSE HI, lli3 
West End Avenue, Manhattan, was a signer of the 19b0 Communist Party nominat- 
ing petition in the city of New Tork. It also reflects one JULIUS J. JOSEPH 
was a Daily Worker correspondent in Brooklyn, New Tork, as of December 9, 

1936. It is to be observed, however, there is no information that definitely 
identifies these individuals with subject. 

A surveillance conducted on July 1, 19U6, reflected JOSEPH was 
residing with PHILIP and LILLIAN DUNAVXAI at Forest Glen, Maryland. The ^ 

DtNANAXS are contacts of numerous known and suspected communists and are 
suspected communists themselves. 

JOE JOSEPH was also observed on July 1, 19U6, to visit apartment 
30$, 2531 Q Street, N. W., Washington, D. C. This apartment Is occupied 
by JEANNETTE GtLLERMAN and MARIAN AINSIEE. Both of these individuals have 
been contacts of known and suspected communists. 

On July 16, 19U6, a surveillance was conducted on JOSEPH, and he 
was observed to enter an apartment located at 1851 Columbia Road, N. W.,

The latter 
has been accused of engaging in espionage endeavor during 1?1;0 and 19Ul by 
confidential informant Pepsi. 

k highly confidential source known to Special Agents COURTLAND J. 
JONES and L. W* R. OBERNDORF has advised on January 27, 19U7, DAVID R. UHL, 
MART JANE KEENET, and JOSEPH visited in the home of PHILIP DUNARAY, Forest 
GLen, Maryland. On this date MART JANE KEENET propounded a question to 
JOSEPH regarding the squatter movement of communists in London, England, 
during the fall of 19l*6. It is to be recalled at this time, a number of 
communist families trespassing in apartment buildings refused to move. 
According to the confidential source JOSEPH elaborated on this question and 
advised although the incident was begun spontaneously, the Communist Iferty 
leaders foreseeing its possibilities organised and lad the people.

In response to the question concerning foreign visits during 
the past five years, WHITE stated he had made a trip to Mexico, departing 
from Laredo, Texas July 10, 191*7 and returning through same port of * 
entry, August 1, 191*7, the purpose of this visit being to conduct 
exploratory discussions "with the Bank of Mexico regarding foreign exchange 
and bala n ce of payment problems* He added that prior to April, 191*7, he 
visited about 1J> other foreign countries in line of duty as an official 
of the United States government and the International Monetary Fund* 


WHITE stated he had made no lectures, talks, or broadcasts* 

He listed as publications prepared or distributed within the past six 
months, a single article entitled. l ^hg^p^y(YInternational Mon etary Fundi. 
The IMF sets exchange rates published in the September issue of "Bum's 
Review", published by Dunn & Bradstreet, and sold for 35^ per copy* A 
copy of this issue appeared as an exhibit with WHITE'S statement* Exami- 
nation of the article indicated it consists of approximately five pages 
beginning at page ll* and appeared to be a professional article justifying 
the actions of IMF. WHITE stated he made no distribution of this article 
other than that made in the usual courst of distribution by the above 
well known financial magazine* ' 

Exhibit C filed by WHITE described his principal as a 
corporation engaged in banking aid rote issuing subject to the control of 
the Mexican government via legislation and the appointment of some of the 
directors and officials and on a number of matters of policy and operation* 
He stated he did not believe the Bank of Mexico receives direct subsidy from

Reference is made to the Bureau letter of December 23rd, 1947,

District of New York, by SAC Scheidt. However, Judge KNOX, the senior judge 
in the Southern District of New York, was ill and it was not until January 
5th that it was possible to take the matter up with him. 


On that date, Mr. McGOHEY, SAC Scheidt and ASAC Belmont discussed 
the proposed discreet inquiry with Judge KNOX. At this time Judge KNOX was / ^ 

definitely advised that the proposed inquiry was not to be directed toward ( /

Judge KNOX advised that he would not approve any investigation of the 
Grand Jury or a member of the Grand Jury as such. He pointed out that any 
questioning of a Grand Juror or the activities of the Grand Jury or even in- 
quiring into contacts or visitors of Grand Jurors would be construed as an investi- 
gation of the Grand Jury. He pointed out that any inquiry by us to determine a 
possible leak, even though the inquiry was very discreet, could readily come to 
the ears of the Grand Jury and be interpreted by them as an investigation of the

even indirectly, of any investigation being conducted which might in any way 
implicate a Grand Jury member* As he put it, such an investigation, if it 
became known to the public or the press, could result in a scandal from coast 
to coast* 

Judge KNOX further was of the opinion that should witnesses who appeared 
before the Grand Jury be questioned concerning a possible leak, this might get back 
to the Grand Jury and be misinterpreted; further, that this might place the 
Government in a bad light as any of these witnesses might be called back 
before the Grand Jury at a future date and questioning along this line might 
be interpreted as an attempt to intimidate or influence the witnesses. 

Judge KNOX further pointed out the danger that such an investiga- 
tion, p&rticularly without the knowledge of the Grand Jury, could be mis- 
interpreted by unscrupulous individuals, already antagonistic to the ^matter 
under consideration by the Grand Jury, as "Fascist" tendencies on the part 
of the Government by attempting to force through the desired reaction from 
the Grand Jury* 

Judge KNOX indicated that it would .perhaps be desirable to take the 
Grand Jury itself into the confidence of the Department in any investigation 
of an alleged leak* In this manner therewould be no misunderstanding on the 
part of the Grand Jury and in fact, through the cooperation of members of the 
Grand Jury information of value might be secured. 

In accordance with instructions received from Ur. Ladd on January 
5th, no further action is being taken by this office pending Bureau instruc-
